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LITTLE remains to be said concerning the Atlas Volume in addition to what is found in the preface to Volume [| of this 
work. The reader will there learn the reasons for the insertion and exclusion of certain materials concerning which there is 
debate among authorities on missions. 

Two lists of missionary societies are here given, the first of which includes the leading organizations having representa- 
tives on the various mission fields. The names of these, as officially furnished by their secretaries, are given in full. While 
in many cases they differ from better known abbreviations of those names, it was deemed best to print the official titles in a volume 
which will be widely used as a work of reference. This list also contains a variety of useful information coneerning the societies 
and their auxiliaries. An alphabetical list of abbreviations follows, in order that those who use the Station Index may more readily 
learn the initials adopted for the longer names. 

The statistical tables have been confined, purposely, to the more important items of a society’s work. Any who are disposed 
to criticise the comparatively small number of facts therein set forth will be wholly satisfied by noting the abundance of data 
furnished in the Station Index. The tables contain only those societies which support foreign representatives on the mission field; so 
that many Bible and tract societies, doing an exceedingly valuable mission work abroad, are not credited with any statistical items. 
Sailors’ societies are given because a large portion of their work, even in Christian ports, is for sailors of non-Christian lands. The tables 
have been printed continuously for the sake of massing the information. The totals of American, British, Continental and Interna- 
tional societies are given under each country in black-faced type in order that the reader may more readily compare the work of dif- 
ferent nationalities. While these statistics are, for the most part, for the year ending December 31, 1900, it should be remembered 
that statistics of a given year are not usually published until four or five months of the succeeding year have elapsed. The tables were 
prepared in 1901 and would have been published at the close of that year were it not for the fact that seventeen months were required 
for preparing the maps,—a task which proved to be a far greater problem than had been expected. While in one sense it is un- 
fortunate that the statistics of 1901, published in 1902, could not have been furnished, there is a resultant advantage in that the 
figures given show the status at the very end of the nineteenth century. Those who may compare the statistical summary on page 19 
with those on pages 264, 267, 271 of Dr. Dennis’s “ Centennial Survey of Foreign Missions,” 1902, should remember that, on the 
one hand, Dr. Dennis collected his statistics for the Ecumenical Conference of 1900, which would make them of earlier date than 
these, while, on the other hand, the scope of his work includes a larger number of societies, thus increasing his totals. 

It is believed that never before has there been published such varied and full information concerning the force and work 
of the mission stations of the world as is to be found in the Station Index. If written out in full it would fill several 
hundred pages of a volume of the ordinary size. Though the abbreviations in this Index are meaningless at first sight, the 
key at the bottom of the page is quickly learned, since the letters employed are the initials of the full words indicated. Moreover, 
by their use, it is possible to present within brief compass all the leading data in such a way as to make easy and profitable 
the comparison of different stations, or the work of various societies in a given city. This feature will prove of special 
value to missionary secretaries and to friends of missionaries laboring in any station. 

The author wishes to express his deepest obligations to all who have assisted in this volume, especially to those generous 
friends without whose financial aid the Executive Committee of the Student Volunteer Movement could never have undertaken the 
publication of this work. No less grateful is he to Miss Frances W. Cummings, B.A., who with the utmost patience and careful- 
ness has assisted in the collection and arrangement of the material used in these volumes. How greatly he is indebted to a multi- 
tude of society secretaries is made manifest by the tabular summaries of missionary workers and operations and by the minute 
particulars contained in the Station Index, while the cartographical skill of John G. Bartholomew, F.R.G.S., and of the staff 
of the Edinburgh Geographical Institute is luminously displayed on every one of the carefully prepared maps. To Rev. Louis 
Meyer, who has so kindly furnished the general statistical tables of Jewish Missions, special thanks are also due. The com- 
bined labors of many heads and hands have thus furnished the Christian public with a mission atlas superior to any heretofore 
published.
